REVENUE BUREAU 
TO MAKE REFUND 
OF $20,000,000 


Washington, D. C., May 14.—Con- 
gress may be asked for an appropria- 
tion to enable the internal revenue 
bureau to make refunds of approxi- 
mately $20,000,000 as a result of the 
recent decision of the Supreme court 
in the Schwab case, Commissioner 
Blair announced tonight.

Manifestly then an infusion of new, 
blood will be necessary even if the) 
incubus of bureaucracy be removed, | 
which is highly improbable. | 

The question naturally arises, where | 
will this necessary new blood come, 
from? The great goid placer diggings | 
which attracted our original white pop- | 
ulation, at least 80 per cent of them, 
are no more. They have been worked | 
out. This refers to the ricf diggings; 
the only kind attractive to the hardy, 
adventurous prospector. 

The oft heard saying that Alaska’s 
mineral surface has_ scarcely been | 
scratched is a pure fiction. It has been 
prospected up and down and cross- 
wise. Illimitable low grade placers 
abound, and will in time produce vast- 
ly greater amounts of gold than all 
the rich diggings put together, but it 
is distinctly a rich man’s game. The 
same is true of lode mining. 

Then, our richest mimes are in the 
sea; our fisheries. But these have been 
seized by foreign corporations which 
invade our shores for a few weeks 
each season, bringing in their own 
ships the necessary provisions and 
equipment, in addition to their labor, 
which is later paid off in Seattle or 
San Francisco. 


Fisheries Nearly Exhausted. 

Besides, intensive fishing has de- 
pleted our fisheries almost to the van- 
ishing point in many sections, and no 
practical fisherman doubts that a few 
years more will witness the tofml ex- 
termination of the Alaska salmon, and 
possibly of the halibut'and herring. The 
fur seal industry was long ago seized 
and monopolized by the bureaucracy. 
Whaling has ceased to be an important 
industry. 

The reindeer business could easliy be 
developed into an industry of incalcula- 
ble value to Alaska and to society at 
large, but bureaucracy has affixed the. 
verboten sign to it, on the theory that. 
the intrusion of white men into it will | 
be inimical to native interests; which | 
means in fact to bureaucratic jobs. 

Agriculture in Alaska is in a pure- 
ly experimental stage. The pub- 


lished stories of agricultural activities 
in Alaska are but dreams which cham- 
bers of commerce and other profes- 
sional boosters hope will come true. 
As a stock raising country Alaska 


snow ‘to find its feed, and thrive on 

Arctic moss as reindeer can and do. 
That other nine months’ feeding 

must be solved before the practical 


| of Alaska for his particular industry. 
These things, mining, fishing, fur 
raising, agriculture, stock grazing, ex- 
haust the possibilities of productive in- 
dustry in Alaska with the exception of 
one industry, pulp and paper manufac- 
ture, which requires a separ ite notice. 
Bureaucracy relaxed its rigid prohibi- 
tions sufficiently a year or so ago to 
permit some men to try out pulp mak- 
ing. ‘They lasted three months or so 
and suspended operations. Business 
cannot live where bureaucracy reigns. 
Alaska can be developed now only 
by great combinations of gapital. With 
capital given a fair chance, and the 
hope of reward commensurate withsits 
risks, the country would soon thrive 
with industry. The immense demand 
for labor would soon populate the coun- 


try. 
Only Capital Can Save It. 


Development can never come along 
the lines it would have come originally. 
Business and industry will never come 
to Alaska while bureaucracy remains. 
Bureaucracy will never surrender its 
grip while jobs are soft and pay se- 
cure. Meanwhile Alaska is returning to 
its primeval state with ever accelerated 
speed. 

Truly, the statesman has a man’s 
size job cut out for him, and it will 
be many years before a solution of the 
Alaskan problem is attained. Make- 
shifts and expedients galore will doubt- 
less be tried out, but what the ultimate 
solution will be no man can tell. But 
one thing is certain, that any scheme 
predicated upon the theory that men 
will strive without hope of personal re- 
ward is doomed to failure.

ARE WE FOR SEPARATE 
DISARMAMENT? 


Pacifists have urged that the United States dis- 
arnj, regardless of the existence of armament in 
othér countries and as an example to them. But 
pacifists do not express the opinion of the bulk of 
thejnation. They are in fact & very small though 
voctrerous minority. More influential and repre- 
sentative are those who always favor so-called 
ecofomies in expenditure for defense, giving no 
consideration to the conditions of military or naval 
effiaiency. 


; Egonomy at this time is, rightly enough, our 
watthword. But retrenchment is not a synonym 
for @conomy and some retrenchment is not’ econo- 
mys As clear an illustration of that truism as 
can{be had are the cuts in appropriations for the. 
arngy which passed“the house and are now under 
congideration in the senate. 

Tpke, for example, the cut in the appropMation 
for *the national guard. The experts of the war 
department and staff estimated that on the basis 
of the national defense act the guard needed be- 
tween fé¥ty-five and fifty million dollars. But in 
view of the pressure for economy, upon consulta- 
uort with the director of the budget, this total was 
scaled down to thirty millions as a minémum be- 
yong which we could not afford to go. 

If spite of the definite reasoning supporting the 
exp@rt estimates and the large reduction worked 
out Jn the effort to reduce expenditure to the bone, 
thé shous® proceeded to cut the appropriation for 
the ‘guard nine millions more, making a sum less

That is the issue between Thomp- 
son and the city. council, and it will be a bad day 
for the city if the mayor succeeds in taking away 
from the council the power to supervise Chicago 
traction. 

The ‘danger lies there, and it is becoming more 
apparent. To attract attention away from it, 
Thompson says that if the council uses the subway 
money to give the people rapid transportation it 
will be a raid on the public treasury. The asso- 
ciation of Hylan of New York, Curley of Boston, 
and Thompson of Chicago has probably been too 
much for all of them. Our contribution to the 
triangle is sagging badly.

THOSE SOUR VEGETABLES. 
O far as we are able to judge, 
fruits and some vegetables make 
two acids which are entirely harm- 
less when taken into the human 

body. They are malic acid and g¢itric 
acid. In the human system these acids 
are turned into water, which is elim- 
inated by the kidneys, and carbonic acid, 
which is thrown off by the lungs. They 
make some heat and energy. 

Their main charm, however, lies in 
their appetizing qualitics. The alkaline 
human body seems to crave the acid 
flavor of the fruits as they are eaten, oF 
maybe it needs the alkali which these 
fruits yield up in the last anajysis,~ 

It is somewhat suggestive that while 
the human taste calls for acid foodg in 
a dozen different directions, I know of 
no such demand for any alkaline taste 
or flavor. From the standpoint of food 
qualities the fruits furnish minerale and 
vitamines in the main, merely tising 
these acids for appetizers. . 

The content of these acids in different 
| foods varies at different periods of 
ripening in foods grown in different soils 
and climates, and by reason of other 
factors. 

Furthermore, no one fruit contains one 
acid only. In the different fruits the dif- 
ferent acids are mixed, and even in vary- 
ing proportions in the same food. There- 
fore, the accompanying tables from Kel-. 
logg must not be taken for more than 
they are worth.

PRUNING VINES MEANS BIG RED TOMATOES. 


OT many gardeners in Chicago

In a short time after big 
stock plants are transplanted they are 


gets out of fifty from the twenty yard a foot high, the time when trimming 


should begin. 

Trim off all the bottom leaves that 
touch the ground when the plants are 
about a foot high. That is the first 
step in pruning, according to D. J. 
Brumley, a gardener at Flossmoor. Mr. 
Brumley pinches off about one-third 


of the new shoots that appear in the 
angle of the leaves—pinch out two and 
leave one. Avoid removing the fruit 
cluster that usually appears at the 
angle of every third leaf. Pour the 
water on the ground with a cup im- 
mediately around the plant. 

Where tomato worms appear pick- 
ing them off by hand is the surest 
way of getting rid of them. After the 
fruit begins to develop growers find 
it a good scheme to rake earth up 
around the plants six or eight inches 
high. This helps to keep the ground 
from drying rapidly, protects the 
'Plants in dry weather.
